Carol presents 
himself as a liberal monarchist, 
intensely interested in educating 
his people and opposed to the rule 
of a small clique based on graft. 

His opinions had long been con- 
trary to those of his father gnd 
mother, and for nearly a year he 
had been excluded from royal 
councils. 

Bogholm caught Carol at the 
royal palace at Sinaia, the favor- 
ite royal resort in the Carpathians, 
just before “the death of Queen 
Alexandra. 

“Tl am giad to talk to you about 
Rumania because we are entering 
a new polttical era,” said Carol. 
“Some people do not seem to re- 
alize it.” 

Referring obliquely to M. Bra- 
tiano, as he does repeatedly, he 
went on: 

“Public morality has »veen 
lowered since the war and too 
many politicians and  s0-called 
statesmen forget completely that 
they are heré to serve the country 
and the people.
